Warren Re-elected

S outhampton Village Mayor Jesse War- 
ren won a second two-year term June 18 
following a heated rematch against the pre- 
decessor he unseated two years ago, Michael 
Irving. 

Warren _ beat 
Irving by 460 
votes following 
a campaign that 
featured  mail- 
ers from the 
Long Island Law 
Enforcement 
Foundation, the 
Suffolk County 
Police Benevo-- 
lent Associa- 
tion’s super PAC, 
attacking War- 
ren, who made 
taking on police 
spending a hallmark of his administration. 

Incumbent trustees and Irving allies Mark 
Parash and Andrew Pilaro were unseated by 
challengers Robin Brown and Roy Steven- 
son, who ran on a ticket with Warren. War- 
ren got 1,064 votes and Irving got 604. 

Warren was one of two East End village 
mayors up for re-election in June. Sag Har- 
bor Village Trustee James Larocca unseated 
Mayor Kathleen Mulcahy by a 22-vote mar- 
gin on June 15. Sag Harbor Trustees Aidan 
Corish and Robert Plumb fended off a chal- 
lenge from Bayard Fenwick in that race. 

Sag Harbor and Southampton were among 
seven villages across the Twin Forks to have 
elections the same week. 

In another East End village election held 
June 15, North Haven Village Trustee Terie 
Diat, who ran unopposed, won re-election 
and Chris Fiore won, uncontested, for the 
seat vacated by A. Jarnes Laspesa. 

Four other villages besides Southamp- 
ton had elections Friday. In the Village of 
Sagaponack, incumbent Trustee William 
Barbour sought re-election unopposed and 
Carrie Thayer Crowley ran uncontested for 
the seat being vacated by Joy Sieger, who’s 
the deputy mayor. 

And six incumbents ran uncontested re- 
election campaigns in three villages. They 
include Quogue village trustees Randy 
Cardo and Ted Necarsulmer, Westhampton 
Beach village trustees Rob Rubio and Brian 
Tymann and West Hampton Dunes village 
trustees Gary Trimarchi and John J. Efff 
Jr.

Larocca Unseats Sag Harbor Mayor Mulcahy

S ag Harbor Village Trustee James Larocca un- 
seated Mayor Kathleen Mulcahy by a 22-vote 
margin on June 15. : 

The race between Larocca, a three-term trustee, 
and Mulcahy, a first-term mayor, hinged on debate 
over redevelopment in the village’s downtown wa- 
terfront, where the village instituted a construction 
moratorium and Bay Street Theater is planning a new 
location. 


Larocca won with 379 votes, and Mulcahy followed 


closely behind with 357 votes. 
Two incumbent trustees also fended off a challenge 


from political newcomer Bayard Fenwick. Trustee 
Aidan Corish was re-elected with 572 votes as was 
Trustee Robert Plumb with 497 votes. Fenwick came 
up short with 250 votes. 


The village was one of seven across the East End to 


hold elections this month. 

In addition, voters decided several town primaries 
in the early voting period in the run up to the June 22 
primary election. The primaries decide which candi- 
dates will be on the ballots in local races on Election 


Day in November. Results of those primary races 


were not available as of press time. —

Schools Get 
New Budget, 


Superintendent

he Bridgehampton School District’s $20 

million budget passed by a one-vote 
margin in a June 15 revote held just as a new 
superintendent took the helm. 

Because the budget called for a tax increase 
higher than the New York State property tax 
cap of 2%, it required 60% of voters to ap- 
prove the spending measure, which it barely 
achieved with 181 voting in favor and 120 
opposed. At a special meeting after the vote, 
the board of education appointed Mary Kelly 
to lead the district as its new y superintendent 
starting July 1. 

“Her appointment is the culmination of an 
extensive search process and her level of edu- 
cational skill, experience and knowledge will 


continue to successfully lead our district into 


the future and further inspire the lifelong 
intellectual curiosity of our students,” said 
Board of Education President Ronald White, 
who was re-elected to the board in the budget 


vote. 


Her appointment comes after the district 
was the only one on the East End to have its 
budget rejected by voters on May 18, when it 
came up just short with 59% of the vote. The 
budget calls for a tax increase of $1,466,190. 

In addition, voters elected Angela 
Chmielewski and Jo Ann Comfort to the 
board of education to fill the positions pre- 
viously held by Lillian Tyree-Johnson and 
Douglas S. DeGroot. 

Incoming Superintendent Kelly has led the 


Amityville Union Free School District since 


2014 and previously served as assistant su- 
perintendent. Her career in education began 
in her hometown agains Park Central School 
District.

Bill Would Create East End Community 


Housing Fund

he New York State Legislature passed this 
month a bill that would allow the five East End 


towns to create Town Community Housing Funds to - 


help local governments ease the housing crunch. 
The towns could use the fund to provide financial 
assistance to first-time homebuyers, rehabilitate 
community housing, produce community housing 
for sale or rent, offer housing counseling and acquire 
housing units to be used as community housing. 
“The lack of affordable housing has reached crisis 
proportions,” said state Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I- 
Sag Harbor), who authored the bill. “This legislation 


will provide towns with a meaningful tool that can 
make a difference by providing housing opportunities 
for its residents at a much greater rate than they can 
with existing resources and programs.” 

The proposal has been sent to Gov. Andrew Cuomo, 
who has not indicated if he will sign the bill into law. 
If he does, the towns of East Hampton, Riverhead, 
Shelter Island, Southampton and Southold would 
have to pass a home-rule message, create a commu- 
nity housing plan and put the issue up to a vote in a 
referendum. 

. The funds would be financed by adding a 1/2% tax to 
the 2% East End real estate transfer tax that fuels the 
Community Preservation Fund.

When You Throw Something Away, It May Not Mean AWAY

Y ears ago, before 
global warming be- 
came a problem, we took 
our garbage to the dump. 
And it was okay. Beginning 
about 1990, however, the dump 
stopped being called the dump but 
instead got to be called the Recycling 
and Transfer Center. We all know that 
had to happen, but nevertheless, it has 
left me, as the longtime editor of Dan’s 
Papers, with some stories about when 
it was a dump. Here they are. 


THE INCOME TAX RETURN 
ne year, the Town Board of East 
Hampton decided that the dump 

ought to be closed on Sundays. It was 
the day of rest, after all. And those 
who worked there could use a day off. 
When that happened, this closure 
hit those with summer homes hard. 
On Sunday mornings, they'd gotten 
used to loading their families into 
their cars and putting their garbage 
bags in the trunk. On their way back 
to New York City, they'd drive into 
the dump to drop off the garbage. 
Kids in the back enjoyed watching the 
seagulls and the big mound of the gar- 
bage mountain out the back window. 
The first Sunday after the town did 
that, I happened to drive by the dump 
entrance on Springs Fireplace Road. 
A great steel gate had closed off the 
entrance. And this enormous mound 
of garbage bags was leaned up against 
it, next to the “Closed Sundays” sign. 
No well-to-do summer person worth 
his salt was going to drive his garbage 
back to the city with the kids in the 
car. I thought, well, this is trouble. 
The next Sunday, there were no gar- 
bage bags at the gate. Instead there 
was a policeman in a police car there 
and a big padlock on the gate. 
At that point, I wrote an article 
about this situation. I said they should 
not have closed it. It certainly wasn’t 


good to have families and gar- 
bage in the same car going 
back to the city. And they 
couldn’t leave the trash in 
the house. Lock or no, the 
raccoons would get at it. 
Well, it turned out the sum- 
mer people were not driving all 
the way back to the city with the trash. 
They were heading down the Montauk 
Highway with everybody on the look- 
out for stores along the way that had 


-big dumpsters in the back. By the fol- 


lowing week, merchants were scream- 
ing that they were coming to work on 
Monday morning to find their dump- 
sters full of the rich people’s garbage. 

And then I got a phone call from 
a guy I knew who owned an antique 
shop in Wainscott. 

“I’ve got something to show you. I’m 


~ not telling you what it is on the phone. 


You have to come down to see it.” 

The man was sitting at a big wooden 
desk by the front door amidst all the 
mirrors and whirligigs when I arrived. 
He stood up. We shook hands. He sat 
back down. Opening a drawer, he took 
out a copy of a 10-page federal income 
tax return. 

“Don’t mind the ketchup,” he said, 
handing it to me. 

I didn’t know the man whose return 
this was. But his address was New 
York City and his return showed he’d 
made more than $800,000 the prior 
year working on Wall Street. 

We looked at each other. “There’s 
lots more of his stuff in my dumpster.” 

“I believe it. What do you want me 
to do?” 

“Publish it in the paper. Name him. 
Tell him we'd found his return in my 
garbage. He should come by and get it. 
I’m open 9 to 5.” 

I did that. I ran it front page, and 
included a photo of the return so you 
could see his name and what he made. 
Though the man never did come back 
for his errant return, the town relent- 
ed and reopened the dump the follow-

Ihree weeks later, a man who 


worked at the dump in Bridge- . 


hampton called: to tell me another 
dump story. 

“You know Wainscott Harbor 
Road?” 

I did. It was a narrow paved road 
back then, and it went straight north 
from the highway to end at the Long 
Island Rail Road tracks. 

“Drive down to the tracks, but then 
walk across the tracks and into the 
woods along a dirt trail. About 50 
yards in, look what’s on the ground.” 

I did that. It was a warm, sunny 
morning. There was a huge pile of 
several desks and chairs, four filing 
cabinets and scattered professional 
papers of the former United States 
Congressman George Hochbrueck- 
ner from our district from years 
before. 

Some of these papers were marked 
“top secret” and “for your eyes only.” 
We were in the middle of the Cold 
War with the Soviets while he was in 
office. There were architectural plans 
for missile sites and military bases. In 
one filing cabinet I found all the ap- 
plications of young men from our dis- 
trict who’d applied for admission to 
the United States Military Academy.

Fifteen minutes later, I heard the 
whine of a motorcycle coming toward 
me down the trail. It frightened me. 
I wasn’t supposed to be reading this 
stuff. But as it roared through, I saw 


that it was a kid riding a dirt bike. But 


I'd had enough. I took a picture of the 
pile, left and that night wrote a story 
for the paper about it, including the 
congressman’s name. 

A year later, the congressman’s son 
called to explain how this happened. 
The Hochbruekners owned a house 
in the Georgica Association. One day 
Mrs. Hochbruekner filed for divorce 
and kicked the congressman out. But 
the house had a finished basement 
and’ Mr. Hochbruekner had left a 
home office down there. Because of 
this, one day, a lawyer for Mrs. Hoch- 
bruekner called and said she wanted 
his basement stuff out. He ignored 
this request. And: so, as a result, 
mother hired a local man with a truck 
to take the stuff to the dump. 

There were now fees to use the 
dump, though. And so the man she 
hired, to avoid the dump fees, took 
the stuff down Wainscott Harbor 
Road and threw it into the woods. 

Today the whole area is an upscale 
housing development. I have no idea 
where this stuff is now.

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Restoring Stargazer

fter a long, hot drive out to- 

ward the vacationland of 
eastern Long Island, motorists and 
their passengers have always de- 
lighted in seeing the nearly 50-foot- 
tall sculpture Stargazer by the 
side of the road as-they come down 
Manorville Road from the Long Is- 
land Expressway. 

It is the first marker telling them 
they are approaching the Hamp- 
tons. The sculpture is of a deer, its 
head raised to the sky in wonder. 
Set at the edge of a stunningly beau- 
tiful 54-acre sod farm, the sight of it 
causes excitement in the car. 

“We're almost in the Hamptons!!” 
someone will shout. Indeed, they 
are. They are almost in the Hamp- 
tons in the same way the Statue 
of Liberty used to welcome immi- 
grants to America after a long hot 
journey over water from the Old 
Country. 

“Give us your tired, your poor, 
your huddled masses yearning to 
breathe free...” Lady Liberty says. 
Well, that’s not exactly the welcome 
Stargazer offers. But it’s the same 
concept. 

Four months before the pandemic 
hit in February 2020, however, the 
storm Isaias swept through the East 
End and seriously damaged Star- 
gazer, ripping much of the paneling 
off, weakening the interior beams 
and causing water damage where 
woodpeckers had pecked through 
the edging. After that, it seemed to 
many that it was sharing the pain 
that everyone was going through 
with COVID-19. 

But now, the pandemic restric- 
tions are lifting, and people are 
coming out of their homes and into 
the streets to enjoy life again. And 
now comes the news this week that 
the problems preventing the re- 
pairs to Stargazer are lifting, too. A 
GoFundMe banner is about to go up 
in front of the sculpture, and with- 
out a doubt the $100,000 funds nec- 
essary to create a whole new Star- 
gazer will appear in short order. 

I spoke to Bob Morris, the loyal 
companion of Linda Scott, the 
sculptress who got the idea and 
sketched out the design for Star- 
gazer, which Bob Morris built with 
his own hands 30 years ago. (Linda 
passed away in 2015.)

unmistakable. 
“T have come to terms with the new 
owners of the farmland on which 
Stargazer sits. Originally, farmer 
Harvey Pollock had said Stargazer 
could stay on his property for as long 
‘as we wanted. But he passed away 
-and the lawyers of his estate only gave 
‘me a lease on a year-to-year basis. 
Can't make a restoration if it could 
only be there for a year. But now, the 
new owners not only want Stargazer 
there, they will also help me raise 
- money to make the repairs. I will re- 
build it stronger and the woodpeck- 
ers will be faced with metal flashing. 
It will be watertight.” 
_ Stargazer was originally commis- 
sioned to be placed on Daniel’s Hole 
Road at the head of the driveway that 
went up into the woods to the 12-acre 
Animal Rescue Fund complex across 
the way from the East Hampton 
_ Airport... 
I interviewed Scott that year after 
I learned of the project. Educated 
at Sarah Lawrence and for a time at 
Harvard, she was then living on the 
Luna Farm on Parsonage Lane in 
Sagaponack creating art. 
Her works were at the Fogg Muse-

um in Boston, at the Parrish Art Mu- 
seum in Water Mill, at Guild Hall in 
East Hampton and other places. Her 
paintings were in the collections of 
Steven Spielberg and Henry Koehler. 
“The deer is the symbol of truth,” 
Scott told me. “I had accepted the 
commission to build something that 
size because I wanted to show my 
gifted son, Morgan, who was 10 years 
old at the time, that if you have a tal- 
ent, you should go for it and not shoot 


yourself in the foot or cut off an ear.” 

When Scott and Morris completed 
the project, they trucked its pieces to 
the site, where Trocchio & Sons steel 
fabricators of Manorville, using a 
150-ton crane, was on hand. Trocchio 
was to raise up and lock together the 
metal framework, to which the wood 
beams and the stuccoed and painted 
panels could then be attached. 

-At the site, an enthusiastic crowd 
of well-wishers were enjoying wine 


and cheese on tables set up nearby—a 
party atmosphere—when an Ordi- 
nance Inspector from East Hamp- 
ton Town arrived. He said the Town 
Supervisor Tony Bullock would not 
allow this installation to proceed. 
He said it exceeded maximum height 
requirements and there had been 
complaints that Stargazer would 
become a distraction not only to the 
neighborhood, but to pilots as they 
approached the main runway of the 
airport just to the west across that 
road. It could cause a crash. 

Under the circumstances, Troc- 
chio refused to set up the framework. 
Later that day, Scott called me, as 
editor of Dan’s Papers, among other 
people in the media. Wasn't there 
something that could be done? Well, 
there wasn’t. But we all wrote about 
what happened. And soon thereafter 
came the generous offer from farmer 
Harvey Pollock. And so the Stargazer 
became the sentinel that welcomed 
people to the beaches, woods, ponds, 
fields and farmland of the Hamptons.

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Southampton Home of the — 
Painter Henry Koehler Put on Market

he late Henry W. Koehler, one 

of the top sporting artists in the 
world, painted many of his equestrian 
paintings, for which he was known, in 
his studio in his quaint Southampton 
Village home. That house, at 80 North 
Main Street, has been put on the mar- 
ket by his estate for $2.295 million. 

Koehler, who died in late 2018 at 
the age of 91, owned the 1880s cedar- 
shingled traditional for 30 years. It 
sits on over a half-acre, in the heart of 
the village, and offers four bedrooms 
and three full baths. 

His artwork once appeared on a U.S. 
postage stamp to mark the 100th an- 
niversary of the Kentucky Derby, and 
his work can be found at the National 
Racing Museum in Saratoga Springs 
and in the National Horse Racing Mu- 
seum at Newmarket in Great Britain. 
The Hampton Classic Horse Show 
here on the East End featured his work 
five times. 

In addition to an equestrian focus, 
he also was known to paint sailing 
scenes. In fact, it was his image of a 
sailing regatta that appeared on the 
cover of a 1960 Sports Illustrated is- 
sue that led Jacqueline Kennedy to 
commission a painting of her hus- 
band, John F. Kennedy. 

Other collectors of his work include 
Ralph Lauren, Sir Evelyn de Roths- 
child, Queen Elizabeth II and Prince 
Charles. 

Southampton Village is where 
Koehler made his home. 

The architecturally classic center 
hallway leads to the 25-foot living 
room, which features a wood burning 
fireplace. The hallway is flanked by a 
south-facing library and a fourth bed- 
room that can also be used an office. 

Western exposures provide natural 
light throughout the day, we're told. 
The eat-in kitchen is large and charm- 
ing with a bistro tiled floor. 

Upstairs is where you will find three 
double bedrooms and two full bath- 
rooms and, the most special of all, the 
bonus room that was Koehler’s artist’s 
studio. Exposures to the north, east 
and west make it a delight no matter 
how one chooses to use it.

Olivia Ward Bush-Banks 
(1869-1944) 


“Olivia Ward Bush-Banks is our patron saint of poetry and harmonious 
life through interracial culture,” Fischl says. “She is the preserver of ethnic 
dialects and the spoken word of the Algonquin Montaukett’s and the Afro- 
American experience.” : 

Olivia Ward Bush-Banks was born on Glover Street in Sag Harbor, and 
moved as an infant with her family to Rhode Island. She returned to the Sag 
Harbor area many times to attend tribal meetings around the turn of the cen- 
tury when Native Americans were vying for civil rights. 

Bush-Banks was a dramatist, essayist, editor and published poet, and her 
writing reflects her rich heritage. She was featured regularly in the journal 
Colored America, and she served as anofficial historian for the Montaukett 
Nation. Her books include Driftwood and The Trail of Montauk (A Dramatic 
Sketch of Indian Life). A compilation has been published, titled The Col- 
lected Works of Olivia Ward Bush-Banks. Bush-Banks became an advocate 
for the New Negro Movement and developed her own Bush-Banks School of 


Expression, a nexus for writers, musicians, actors and artists of color. She © 


also participated in the Works Progress Administration (WPA) in the 1930s. 
Her friends included Langston Hughes, Countee Cullen, Paul Robeson, Julia 
Ward Howe and W.E.B. DuBois.

Eric Fischl: “Bohemian saint of philosophy with a healthy disregard for 
money. He helped move us away from ancient thinking into New Thought 
with his modern assertion that ‘Thoughts are things, selfhood is divine and 
that ‘right thinking’ has the power to heal.” 

Prentice Mulford was an author and literary humorist born in what was then 
the Mansion House Hotel, now the Municipal Building on Main Street in Sag 
Harbor. The hotel was owned by his father. Mulford moved to California in 1856 
where he spent several years in mining towns, and later became well known 
as part of the San Franciscan “Bohemians.” In the late 1850s, groups of young, 
cultured journalists deemed themselves Bohemians, flourishing in cities across 
America. The San Franciscan Bohemians, and their “Bohemian Grove,” still ex- 
ist today. 

Mulford wrote for a paper called The Golden Era in San Francisco, and be- 
came a prolific writer, editor and lecturer, returning to New York City in 1872. 
The New Thought philosophy he founded with Ralph Waldo Emerson, among 
others, still has a following. Mulford’s books and guides for it were Thoughts Are 
Things (which can be seen on his gravestone at the Oakland Cemetery) and Your 
Forces and How to Use Them, which are still being read today. He also coined 
the term “Laws of Attraction.”

fulness of Juneteenth. 


The new federal holiday — which 


was unanimously approved by the 
U.S. Senate — commemorates the 
emancipation of enslaved African 
Americans. 

As President Joe Biden 
signed the Juneteenth National 
Independence Day Act into 
law last. week, he eloquently said 
Juneteenth is “a day in which we 
remember the moral stain, the ter- 
rible toll that slavery took on the 
country and continues to take — 
what I’ve long called ‘America’s 
original sin” 

It was a bipartisan decision borne 
out of the vision of 94-year-old 
Opal Lee, whom President Biden 
described as “a daughter of Texas 
[and] grandmother of the move- 
ment to make Juneteenth a federal 
holiday-’ 

The last enslaved people were 
emancipated in Texas on June, 19, 
1865 — a historic day on many lev- 
els. Juneteenth is a time to remem- 
ber and celebrate that moment in 
our history. 

Opal Lee’s effort proved that the 
power of perseverance and vision 
can drive change. 

Ironically, another powerful, 
determined woman also made his- 
tory last weekend. 

I was invited to the opening of 
the new Southampton African 
American Museum, on the busy 
North Sea Road. 

The journey to that day took 
16 years of devoted, persis- 
tent pursuit and the cata- 
lyst behind its completion 
is Brenda Simmons, who 
worked tirelessly to see 
her dream come true. 

The site of the muse- 
um was originally pur- 
chased for $10 by a 
descendant of slaves. 
‘The property was used as 
a barber shop and beau- 
ty salon in the 1950s 
and became a gather- 
ing place for the com- 
munity. 

Now, that space has

As the president said at the bill 
signing, “Great nations don't ignore 
their most painful moments.

We come to terms with the mis- 
takes we made. And in remem- 
bering those moments, we begin 
to heal and grow stronger.’ What 
powerful words! 

With persistence and passion, 
Simmons and Opal Lee never 
lost sight of their missions and 
achieved their goals!

Our Amazing History: 


The Circassian 


BY DAN RATTINER 


J ust after a bitter cold Thanksgiv- 
ing in 1876, a winter storm hit the 
Hamptons. It was not particularly bad 
at first, but it hong around. On Decem- 
ber 11, those on the beach saw a very 
large cargo ship stuck on a bar 400 
yards off Mecox Bay. 

The ship was the Circassian, and the 
ship’s grounding became a disaster of 
such proportions that many involved 
remembered it for the rest of their 
lives. 

The Circassian had been built in 
1856 as a 280-foot-long iron-hulled 
freighter with both sails and steam 
engines. Ten years later the steam 
engines, now very old and out of date, 
were removed. This gave it an even 
larger capacity for carrying heavy car- 
go. But now it was entirely powered by 
sail. 

The Circassian left Liverpool on No- 
vember 6, 1876 bound for New York 
carrying, among other things, 41,000 


bath bricks (scourers), 600 
tons of caustic soda, 280 
barrels of soda crystals, 87 
casks of bleaching powder, 
281 bags of hide pieces, 100 
cases of sauce and much 
else, totalling 1,400 tons of 
industrial freight. The crew 
totaled 38. 

Officers from three differ- 
ent life-saving stations—Mecox, South- 
ampton and Georgica—were soon on 
the beach with others eager to help. 
Also soon arriving were freight agents 
from New York City, men from the 
Coast Wrecking Company and a wreck 
master, a government agent who was 
on hand to see that cargo is delivered to 
those people for whom it was intended. 

Small boats wére sent out to remove 
some of the crew. Sixteen remained, 
and soon greeted Captain John Lewis 
of New York, a former master of the 
Circassian, taken aboard to super- 
vise the transfer of the cargo to small 
boats. He arrived at the Circassian with

three engineers, two local men and 11 
young Shinnecocks from the nearby 
reservation. 

On December 27, the storm turned 
into a full-blown nor’easter. All were 
of the opinion this was a good thing 
because the Circassian, now lightened, 
would break free on a high tide. But 
the situation just got worse and worse. 
Finally, only one small boat could get 
through. Tied alongside, its captain, 
Luther Burnett, announced this would 
be the last boat and all should climb 
in and be taken to shore, but Captain 
Lewis refused. He was still convinced 
the ship would lift and get off. 


It never did. Soon waves 
crashed over the hull and in 
the freezing rain, those aboard 
climbed the iron masts to keep 
clear of the ocean. Late at 
night, people ashore saw men 
in the rigging covered with ice, 
many of them Shinnecocks 
who could be heard singing 
and praying until they died. 

The next night, December 
30, the ship split in two and 
sank. Soon bodies were wash- 
ing ashore. 

Ten Shinnecock men—Da- 
vid W. Bunn, J. Franklin Bunn, 
Russell Bunn, William Cuffee, George 
Cuffee, Warren Cuffee, Oliver Kellis, 
Robert Lee, John Walker and Lewis 
Walke—were buried on the reserva- 
tion. An eleventh, Alfonso Eleazer, had 
wisely taken an earlier boat to shore. 
The bodies of Captain Lewis and three 
engineers were taken to New York. 
The remaining 14 workers were buried 
in the graveyard in East Hampton by 
Town Pond. 

At this time, there were only about 
175 people living on the reservation. It 
devastated the Tribe, but there were 25 
children among them and they carried 
on:

A Few Things Overheard Around Town as 
the Summerpeople Settle In

hm $2296.44 this winter one day 
shoveling my driveway. That’s how 
bad it was. I will explain. 

This is not a long driveway. It’s about 
ten carlengths up a hill to the flat place 
at the back of my house where we have 
the basketball hoop attached to the 
front of the garage. And in prior years 
I had a special way of not having to 
spend the $80 to have somebody plow 
it. Why give $80 to somebody else for 
five minutes work with a snowplow 
when I could do it myself? . 

It’s been thirty good years of not 
spending a dime plowing the driveway 
with my method. And it’s always been 
the same. 

The morning of the snowstorm, I 
drive to work as I always do, back- 
ing down my driveway, then making 
the ninety degree turn at the bottom 
and heading off. That day it snows ten 
inches. But not to worry. At the end of 
the day, I drive home, but when I get 
to the place where I would normally 
turn to just drive up the driveway, 
I stop out on the road to size up the 
situation. 

The street has been plowed. A beard 
of snow about two feet high stretches 
across the mouth of my driveway. Put 
my vehicle in four wheel drive and low 
gear, and I take a deep breath. It takes a 
good deal of coordination to do what I 
do. Or did what I did all those years. 
I look up and down Three Mile Har- 
bor Road to make sure nobody is 
coming either way, rev the engine of 
my car — in prior years this has been 
a Montero, a Navigator, an Explorer, 
whatever — and like a bullfighter, I 
drop the transmission down into 
first and slowly describe a wide 
semicircle away from my driveway, 
parallel to my driveway on the op- 
posite side of the street, and then 
toward my driveway. As I do this, I 
step on the gas. The car lurches for- 
ward, it picks up speed, and WHAM! 
It hits the beard of snow and blasts 
grandly through and then continues 
on, still picking up speed as it goes

up the hill, the four wheel drives 


spinning, the front bumper and 
grille pushing everything out of the 
way, and it gets about halfway up — 
this is five carlengths — then begins 
to lose steam, but then finally, just 
before it is about to lose its grip, it 
reaches the level basketball part of 
the driveway and I bring it to a stop 
right in front of the garage door. 

There will be no kids playing 
basketball during the snowstorm of 
course. It is safe here all the way up the 
hill. And behind, it leaves two beautiful 
deep tracks in the snow coming up, so 
that when I back down the way I came 
up, I will have no further trouble with 
the snow or even with any new snow 
beard down at the bottom because my 
trusty back bumper will simply bash 
through what is new just as my front 
bumper bashed through what was old 
on the way up. 

Bingo. No eighty bucks spent. 

It’s been three years since we’ve had 
any snow on the ground for me to bash 
through. In the interim, I have bought 


a brand new Tahoe. This is even bigger 
and better with its 4 wheel capabilities 
than the ones that have come before. 
And so it was, I came home the day of 
the first of the snowstorm, sized up the 
snow beard, waited until there was no 
traffic, dropped down into first, made 
the big semicircle across the street, and 
picked up speed to bash through and 


all the way up to the flat part at the top. 


Success. 

But when I got out of my car, I no- 
ticed that there were pieces of the front 
of my car embedded at various angles 
into the snowmound that it had plowed 
up. 

I was horrified. I pulled one out. It 
wiggled in my hand, some sort of Rub- 
bermaid front bumper, some kind of 
bendable plastic fender panel. 

Where was the good old American 
Steel made in the U. S. A front end that 
I had known to be put on the front of 
American cars in days of yore? 

Agggh!!! 

$1,996.44 later, the front end of my 
car had been screwed or snapped or 


velcroed back onto the front of my car. 
And three $100 bills later for actual 
snowplow people three snowstorms 
later, I was $2,296.44 lighter than be- 
fore the winter started. 

But I’m not too sad. I think we had 
ten winters with snow in the last thirty 
since I bought my house. And some 
winters we had two snowstorms. At 
$80 saved for each one, I guess I'd 
been about $1,100 ahead before we 
got to this winter. It was like Vegas. 
You win and win and get ahead of the 
game, and then — wham - they hit you 
with the big loss. But you had fun for 
so long. 

And of course, the fault was all mine. 
I never made any connection to any fu- 
ture snowstorms when I heard the car 
salesmen start calling front bumpers 
crumple zones. 

Everybody’s got ‘em now. And a good 
thing too. It’s like keeping the baby in 
the babyseat in the back. Just another 
new thing in your car that can save 
your family’s life. But for me, at least 
this year, lightens your wallet.

The Coastguardsman Who Blew the Whistle on 
the Nazis at Amagansett 


This story first appeared in a 2011 
edition of Dan’s Papers.

a ohn Cullen died last week at the 
age of 90. He was the last man 
with direct knowledge of the landing 
of German saboteurs in Amagansett 
during World War II. He met up with 
one of them within 45 minutes of when 
they came ashore, and as the saboteur 
did not follow the standing orders to 
kill anyone they met on the beach, Cul- 
len got to live a long and happy life. As 
for the saboteurs, there were eight of 
them. Within 60 days six of the eight 
were put to death in the electric chair. 
The remaining two were given what 
was essentially lifetime jail sentences. 

Cullen was born in Manhattan, 
raised in Queens and lived his adult 
life in Westbury, employed until retire- 
ment as a salesman for the Dairylea 
Milk Co. He was a sweet, baby-faced 
boy growing up, and in 1941, when 
the Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor, 
he was just 21. He enlisted in the U.S. 
Coast Guard weeks after the attack 
and was posted as an Ensign to the 
Coast Guard Station in Amagansett 
at the end of Atlantic Avenue Beach. 
(That station, awaiting restoration as 
a museum, is there today.) 

Up until that time, the job of the 
Coast Guard had largely been involved 
with helping mariners off shore when 
their craft became disabled, ship- 
wrecked or grounded, rescuing swim- 
mers and others in distress, looking 
out for smugglers and bootleggers 
during the Prohibition years, and oth- 
erwise enforcing the laws of the land. 

In the days after Pearl Harbor, how- 
ever, President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
received word from American opera- 
tives behind German lines in Europe, 
that the Nazis were planning to land 
saboteurs on the. beaches of America 
to go inland with explosives to destroy 
factories, railroad junctions, bridges 
and department stores. No point of 
landing was mentioned. The president 
took it very seriously and ordered the 
Coast Guard to set up patrols 24 hours 
a day to walk the beaches along the 
entire east coast of America. He also 
ordered fortifications built. One such 
group of fortifications is today pre- 
served as Camp Hero State Park near 
the Montauk Lighthouse. The forts 
included guns the size of those aboard 
battleships. 


“What’s that all about?” 
Cullen motioned with his flashlight 
to the water’s edge. 
“It’s a military operation. And you're 
in a very dangerous situation.” 
“I thought you said you were fisher-

Shine your light on my face.”

The order to build these things and 
to begin the beach walks was carried 
out with astonishing speed. By May of 
1942, just five months after Pearl Har- 
bor, the beaches were being patrolled 
as planned. 

In Amagansett, the Coastguards- 
men were sent out to walk the beaches 


east and west from the station at two 


hour intervals. One would go east 
for two miles, the other west for two 
miles. At the far end of the beach walk, 
there were little wooden booths where 
the Coast Guardsman could warm up 
and rest for a moment and sign a chart 


with the time to confirm they had been. 


there. Then he would walk back to the 
station. The round trip would take two 
hours. Oddly, the Coastguardsmen 
carried only a flashlight and a flare 
gun. If they were to encounter anyone 
who shouldn't be there, they were to 
either to take them into custody and 
brought back to the Coastguard Sta- 
tion, fire a flare to get help or, failing 
that, try to leave the situation to run 
and get help. 

As it happened, the new ensign from 
Queens, John Cullen, was the Coast- 
guardsman assigned for the night shift 
walk in Amagansett. And so it was he 
who set out at midnight on the night of 
June 12-13 for what was supposed to 
be his two-hour — to the east and 
back. 

It was a warm, foggy night with no 
moon. He had walked along the crest 
of the dunes for no more than 10 min- 
utes when he heard people talking 
and saw a man in fisherman’s clothes 
coming toward him. The man had ap- 


parently seen his flashlight. He was 
approaching him. 

The conversation that took place, 
between George Dasch, 38, a restau- 
rant waiter born in Germany, and 
John Cullen, 21, a college-age boy who 
had just joined the Coast Guard, has 
been written about marty times. Both 
Dasch and Cullen had slightly differ- 
ent versions of it, Dasch in Military 
Court and Cullen to any eager reporter 


who asked him about it. It went some- 


thing like this. 

“Hello?” Dasch shouted. 

Cullen shined his light on Dasch’s 
face. 

“Who are you?” asked Cullen. 

“Fishermen.” 

“Youre not supposed to be out on 
the beach this time of night. It’s after 
curfew.” 

“I know. Our engine failed and the 
boat washed up. We were out of South- 
ampton headed for Montauk.” 

“You were out fishing at night?” 

“It was light when we started out. 
But where are we?” 

“You don’t know?” 

“I don’t know where we landed. You 
would know.” : 

“Youre in Amagansett. That’s my 


‘station over there,” Cullen said. At 


this point, Cullen could make out the 
silhouettes of several other men down 
on the beach busy doing things near a 
boat. 

“We'll be fine,” Dasch said. “We’ve 
got her going again. We'll just pull 
back out. Thanks very much.” 

Dasch turned to leave. 


“Wait a minute,” Cullen said. 


At that moment, one of the sailors 
called out to Dasch in German. “Was 
ist los?” He had lifted his weapon. ~ 

Dasch put himself between the 


-Coastguardsman and the sailor, and, 


in German, shouted back to him. “I'll 
handle this,” he said. Then, in English, 
which they did not understand, he 
shouted “Go back to the boys and stay 
with them.” ; 

He looked again at Cullen. 

Dasch pulled a roll of $50 bills out of 
his pocket and peeled two of them off. 

“Take this money. Here’s $100.” 

Dasch held it out. Cullen would not 


- take it. 


Dasch tried again. “Here’s $350,” “hes: 
said, peeling off more bills. This was 
an enormous sum of money in those 
days. “Take it.” 

Cullen decided. He took it, and 
stuffed all the bills into his pocket and 
ran off into the fog to the Coast Guard 
Station to report what had happened. 
Dasch returned to the others on the 
beach. 

Back at the Coast Guard Station, the 
officer on duty didn’t believe Cullen 
when he said there were Germans on 
the beach who had given him money to 
keep his mouth shut. Phone calls were 
made. Men from a military encamp- 
ment six miles away in Napeague were 
told to come. Other calls went to Coast 
Guard Headquarters in New York and 
to the New York office of the FBI. 

As for the Germans, having changed 
from their Naval officers’ uniforms 
into American fishermen clothes (got- 
ten in Berlin) before the encounter 
with the Coast Guardsman, they hur- 
riedly finished up what they were do- 
ing, which was burying boxes contain-

ing high explosives, fuses and timers 
in the sand, scrambled over the dunes 
and into some potato fields to eventu- 
ally, after many hours of laying low in 
some shrubbery in that field, arrive at 
the Amagansett Long Island Rail Road 
station and take a pre-dawn train to 
New York City where, for several days 
they got lost in the crowds. 

A week later, this incident was made 
public in a sensational press confer- 
ence held by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover who was able to announce that 
the saboteurs had all been rounded up 
before any harm could be done and 
were safely in jail (Dasch had turned 
them all in). Ensign Cullen was por- 
trayed as a hero for what he did, simi- 
lar to the heroic work done by James 
Doolittle, the American air force of- 
ficer who had organized the bombing 
raid on Tokyo from an aircraft carrier 
in the Pacific just a month before. 

For the rest of the war, Seaman 
Cullen would sometimes appear at 
parades, war bond drives and ship 
launchings. He often talked to report- 
ers. He received the Legion of Merit. 
And for the rest of the war served as

saboteurs not put to death. He was 
sentenced to serve 30 years at hard 
labor, but in 1948, with the war over, 
President Harry Truman commuted 
his sentence with the proviso that he 
be deported to Germany with no abil- 
ity to ever return to America. 

This was a very bitter pill for Dasch. 
He may have been born and raised in 
Germany, but for 20 years, from the 
time he was 18 until just before the 
war started, he lived in America work- 
ing for the most part as a restaurant 
waiter, including, as it happened, at 
the Sea Spray Inn in East Hampton 
and the Irving Hotel in Southamp- 
ton. He spoke nearly perfect English. 
He served honorably in the American 
Army in the 1920s. And he had no his- 
tory of supporting the Nazi cause. In- 
deed, he had even married an Ameri- 
can, a woman he had left behind when 
he returned to Nazi Germany. He 
always claimed he had come back to 
America to sabotage the Nazi effort 
and had no intention of harming any 
American. 

That he did not order Cullen shot on 
sight changed the course of history.

uffolk County can’t make up its

COUNTERFEIT! — 

In Manhattan’s Chinatown two 
weeks ago, police swooped in and ar- 
rested a shopkeeper for selling coun- 
terfeit designer handbags. An under- 
cover agent came into store, went over 
to a sales clerk named Wing Sun Mak, 
asked him if three bags that had the 
Burberry insignia on them and one 
handbag with a fake Louis Vuitton 
insignia on it were for sale. After get- 
ting a positive response, the law hand- 
cuffed the perp and took him away 
where he was remanded to jail for the 
night and then arraigned in Criminal 
Court at 100 Centre Street. 

The name of the store is Fook On 
Sing Funeral Supplies and everything 
inside is made of cardboard or cheap 
plastic, including the bags and the in- 
signias. 

One of the owners of the store, Amy 
Mak-Chan, called The New York 
Times to explain what had happened. 
She also explained why everything is 
cardboard or plastic. It’s part of Chi- 


nese culture. 

“When people die,” she said, “they 
feel they are going to need things in 
the next world. They might want a car 
and a house and other nice things. 
People buy things here, to give them as 
gifts at the funeral.” 

There are a number of stores in Chi- 
natown that make a living selling this 
sort of merchandise. 


Many of the things being sold are- 


just miniatures of the real thing. For 
example, you can buy a small two 


foot tall cardboard house, or-a two. 


foot long cardboard Mercedes. Other 
cardboard things for sale include flat 
screen TVs, cellphones, double breast- 
ed suits (made of paper) and even doll 
sized smiling servants to wait on the 
deceased in the hereafter. You can also 
buy fake money — there were stacks of 
it on shelves — but the police appar- 
ently missed that. 

The local Councilwoman, Margaret 
Chin, spoke to the Times. 

“It’s hard to understand how some- 
one could mistake this for criminal 
activity,” she said. 


Nearby to her in the store was a 
three foot long cardboard BMW. A yel- 
low post-it note had been attached to 
the insignia on the front. 


WHISTLE BLOWER 

A government employee named 
Thomas Drake has been burdened 
with .the possibility of 35 years in 
prison for five years for making public 
secret documents. Drake works in the 
department that keeps track of secret 
documents. 

Two weeks ago, a judge dropped all 
felony charges against the man, and 
upbraided the Obama Administration 
for pursuing the case. 

The story is that Drake found docu- 
ments — this was during the adminis- 
tration of George W. Bush — that had 
no business being classified as secret. 
They were, in fact, documents show- 
ing that about halfa billion dollars had 
been spent on some miserable attempt 
to do something with computers that 
didn’t work out. The administration 
was filing them as secret to get rid of 
the embarrassment. 


Drake told a reporter about the 
documents expecting he would be 
considered a patriotic whistleblower 
for exposing waste and abuse. Instead, 
his superiors, after reading what he 
did in the newspaper, recommended 
he be charged as a criminal for reveal- 
ing government secrets. By this time, 
the Obama Administration was in of- 
fice. Officials then charged Drake with 


being in violation of the Espionage Act _ 


for what he had done. He could spend 
the rest of his life in jail. 

At the same time this was going 
on, Obama was ordering a whole new 
study of what gets classified as secret 
and what does not. He wanted all se- 
cret material reviewed, and those not 
secret declassified. Unfortunately, in 
the two and a half years he has been in 
office, practically nothing during this 
review has been declassified and huge 
amounts of new stuff have been clas- 
sified. Last year 77 million documents 
were declared secret, as opposed to 45 
million the year before. 

The sticking point in Drake’s case 
was that the judge wanted this this 
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computer information read to him 
in open court and the government 
refused to do so. As a result of this, 
finally, the former director of the In- 
formation Security Oversight Office 
during the Bush administration, J. 
William Leonard, took the stand, said 
he knew about that document and said 
he had never seen “a more deliberate 
and willful example of government of- 
ficials improperly classifying a docu- 
ment.” 


With that, Judge Richard Ben- 


nett called the whole thing “uncon- 
sciounable” and threw out the case. 
After testifying, Leonard then filed 
a formal complaint about the pros- 
ecution of Drake with the Justice De- 
partment and the National Security 
Agency. 


AIR BRUSHED 

Proctor and Gamble withdrew a 
magazine advertisement the other 
day, deeply embarrassed at what they 
had done. 

The product they were advertising 
-was Olay Definitely Eye Illumina- 
tor cream, and the promise was that 
it would reduce wrinkles in the skin 
around the eyes. The advertisement 
showed before and after photographs 
of a popular former British model 
named Twiggy, popular in the early 


1970s. She is now 60 years old. Be- 
fore using the cream she had wrinkles 
around her eyes and afterwards she 
did not. 

A member of Parliament, a woman 
named Jo Swinson, a liberal Demo- 
crat from a district in Scotland, took 
great offense to this. She claimed that 
the after picture had to have been digi- 
tally retouched. She also said that if 
people saw this ad and used this prod- 


~ uct without getting the same result, it 


would have a negative effect on their 
perception of their own body image. 
In other words, it would be cruel. She 
filed a complaint with the Advertis- 


ing Standards Authority (ASA) in 
England, went public with that on the 
internet, and was soon joined by 700 
other outraged people wishing to join 
her in the complaint. 

Two things have come of this. One 
is that the suits at Proctor and Gamble 
looked into this and found that in- 
deed, an enthusiastic designer at their 


ad agency had indeed airbrushed the 


picture, apologized and pulled the ad. 
The second thing that happened was 
that the ASA waded in with its own 
comments. 
“We considered that the combina- 
tion of references to ‘younger-looking 


eyes’ including the claim ‘reduces the 
look of wrinkles and dark circles for 
brighter, young-looking eyes’ and post- 
production retouching of Twiggy’s im- 
age around the eye area was likely to 
mislead.” 

On the other hand, the ASA contin- 
ued, the public expected models to get 
all gussied up and styled and made up, 
and that any reasonable mature wom- 
an would realize you couldn't look like 
Twiggy did by just using this product. 

“The image was unlikely to have 
a negative impact on perceptions of 
body image among the target audience 
and was not socially irresponsible.”

hen my daughter was a junior 

at East Hampton High School, 
she asked me if I could participate in 
the school’s homecoming weekend 
parade. The reason she wanted me, 
actually, was because she wanted my 
car. My daughter was one of the at- 
tending princesses to the Homecom- 
ing Queen, and she and the four other 
princesses and Homecoming Queen 
herself, all dolled up, needed to sit on 
the top of the back seat of a convertible 
car while it was driven (by me) slowly 
down Newtown Lane toward the high 
school. I indeed had one. 

“I was proud to do this for them. 
At the appropriate time, I arrived to 
find the floats all lined up on New- 
town Lane in front of the Junior High 
School, four of them, one for each 
class. At the front was the High School 
Marching Band. And at the back, be- 
hind the Senior Float, was where they 
put me and my convertible, into which 
the queen and princesses with great 
enthusiasm hopped and got seated up 
there in the back in a row. 

We started off at a quarter to one, 
heading slowly up the Lane toward 
the High School a half mile further 
on. There were crowds lining both 
sides of the road. The girls, wearing 
long white gloves, waved and smiled. 
It was a brisk November day and the 
leaves swirled around in the breeze 
and off in the distance you could hear 
the crowd in the stadium up on Long 
Lane cheering as the players were al- 
ready coming out onto the field for the 
big game. It would take us just 10 min- 
utes to go in parade formation at five 
miles an hour from the Junior High 
School to the High School and the sta- 
dium beyond.

off. I found myself sitting in the 
driver’s seat there, the only person 
left, watching the band and the kids 
in their costumes as they ran up the 
hill to the stadium across the way. 

As it happened, I saw that right 
next to me, lying on the top of a 
dumpster,’ was the _ 1i2-foot-long 
corn plant from The Flintstones’ 
float. It was a perfectly good plant.

I 
would want it. 

And so, I got out of the car and 


_ wrestled with it onto my car and laid 


it down the center from the wind- 
shield to the trunk.

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so I drove it down to the Whitten- 
dale Florist on Newtown Lane and 
got some of the workmen there to get 
the owner to come out.

Wittendale, one of the owners. “It’s 
from the parade. I rescued it.” 

He walked around it and looked 
it over. “Leaves are split, probably 
from the wind,” he said. “But sure, I 
can bring it back to life. Just leave it 
with me and I'll have it good as new 
in a month. Come back for it then.” 

“What would it cost?” 

“Nothing. My contribution to life 
on Earth.” 

Allthat happened 15 years ago, and 
since then, that corn plant, in its pot, 
has stood in its pot in a prominent 
position in my living room, standing 
tall, living large and providing occa- 
sional shade for the living room sofa 
when the sun was right. 

I didn’t take care of the plant my- 
self. I had a housekeeper who did 
that. She still comes to the house 
twice a week today. And after I told 
her the story, she said she would give 
it special love and care. 

Ten years into our relationship, 
the plant blossomed. I was told this 
was a rare thing for a corn plant to 
do. I considered it a sort of an ac- 
knowledgement of our mutual suc- 
cess.

It couldn't be allowed to 
stay. After a day of this, I got a lop- 
per and sadly cut the blossom off and 
tossed it out. I said a little prayer to 
the plant as I did this.

Two years later, the corn plant 
blossomed again and again I had to 
cut the blossom. The next year, the 
plant seemed to not be doing so well. 
My housekeeper noticed it and said it 
might be getting on in years, but one 
way we could renew it would be to trim 
it way back and small, then repot it.

Well, that grew in less than a year to 
fill the space. And the year after that, 
the blossoms came and again I cut 


them. 

A week ago, with another two years 
gone by, the plant blossomed again. 
And once again I cut off the blossom. 
But the smell remained, and on the 
second day, it was so bad that I had 
a terrible allergic reaction to it. I got 
all stuffed up, felt woozy and couldn't 
think straight, and this time I went 
back to the plant and found there had 
been TWO blossoms up there, and in 
the foliage of the fullness of this thing, 
I had just missed the second. So now I 
cut that down. 

The allergic reaction lingered for the 
rest of the day however. It was just 10 


- degrees out, but we had to open all the 


windows and doors for awhile to get 
the smell out. And it was at this point 
that my wife, who was not here when 
my daughter was part of the Queen’s 
Court, said she thought that perhaps 
we ought to give it away, since my al- 
lergic reaction was so intense. 

- Tagreed with her, finally. It had now 
been 20 years since that long ago pa- 
rade. And so I made some phone calls 
and found that there was simply no- 
body I knew who had a cathedral ceil- 
ing living room together with a desire 
to have a twelve foot corn plant in it.

Are 
there now two or even three plants 
here? Does this plant, if at least one 
part of it is the original plant, even 
know what I did for it?

S cientists are now increasing the 
study of animals out in their natu- 
ral habitat rather than the laboratory, 
and a new paper about crickets has 
just been published that changes the 
understanding of some of their behav- 
ior.

he goes in too. 

It’s been found that female crickets 
protected in this way are six times 
more likely to survive a predator out 
for lunch than a female who is not 
protected. It also turns out that the 
male, staying out in the danger longer, 
is only four times as likely to survive 
than when he did not have to look af- 
ter his female. Due to chivalry, some- 
times, it costs him his life. 

It occurs to me that this might help 


explain why in our species women live 
longer than men. When a couple hear a 
noise in the house at night, it’s the man 
who goes down to protect the family. 
On the Titanic, it was women and chil- 
dren first. Most of the men died. Most 


of the women survived. I could go on 


and on, but for those who say women 
suffer more than men and this needs 
to be corrected, I say as a man, it’s no 
fun to die on average six years before a 
woman does. 


We miss so much, we men do. If a 
man dies in 2005, his woman lives

ere only halfway through 2021, 

and it’s safe to declare this a banner 
year for Pindar Vineyards. The Peconic 
winery won the coveted Governor's Cup, 
the New York Annual Wine Classic’s top 
honor, and quite a few other awards for 
their recent wines. In addition to their im- 
pressive victory in March, this year Pindar 
released several wines from their exciting 
2020 vintage, brought live music back to 
the bucolic vineyard and announced new 
and returning events, such as the Cigars 
and Wine series. 

The first of the 2020 vintage wines to 
debut this year was a Wine Classic Gold 
Medal-winning Riesling bursting with 
green apple, peach and floral notes of 
jasmine on the nose. Think fruit cocktail— 
balanced, zesty, medium sweet and perfect 
for picnics. 

Next came the follow-up to the ac- 
claimed 2019 Gewiirztraminer, which 
earned Best White Wine, Best Gewtirztra- 
miner, a Platinum Medal and the Gover- 
nor’s Cup. With the reputation of the sold- 
out 2019 Gewiirztraminer and reviews of 
the 2020 vintage saying it may be even 
better, it’s no surprise this spring release 
is quickly selling out. The new vintage fea- 
tures a nose of roses, ginger and allspice 
paired with a palate of tangerine, apricot 
and pineapple. 

“We have the best wine in New York 
State, right in your backyard,” says Pindar 
Vineyards general manager and owner 
Pindar Damianos. 

The 2020 vintages continued to roll out 
with the limited special reserve Sunflower

Chardonnay, crisp Peacock Chardon- 


nay and, most recently, the annual rosé, 


which Damianos describes as particularly 
“phenomenal.” The latest red wine release 
is a 2017 Cabernet France with notes of 
red berries and a delicate finish. “It’s deli- 
cious—one of my favorites,” Daminanos 
says. 

Even more impressive than Pindar’s ac- 
colades is its commitment to sustainable 
winemaking. Its wind turbine, the largest 
in Southold Town, powers most of the 
production facility and allows wine to be 
bottled without outside power. 

“Tm in my 40s and have a son who's 
12, and I want him to obviously inherit the 
winery and the vineyard, but also to have 
an environment that’s sustainable and 
healthy for his generation, as well. We’ve 
always been. conscious of that since the 
80s,” Damianos says. “When you're drink- 
ing Pindar, you're drinking sustainability.” 

The vines are alive with the sound of 
music, and lots of it. The Pindar website 
boasts a long roster of singer-songwriters 
and bands coming to the pavilion to per- 
form every Saturday and Sunday from 1 


‘to 5 p.m. And beginning Friday, July 2, 


Pindar is kicking off Sunset Fridays with 
extended hours, 5 to 8 p.m., of music, 
wine by the glass or bottle, deck bar and 
pizza. 

Also kicking off on Friday is the all- 
new Cigars and Wine series, which in- 
vites the Lefty’s Specialty Cigars truck, a 
1959 Chevy with custom humidification 
system, to the vineyard for an evening of 
hand-rolled cigars, Founders Oysters, as 
well as jazz on select dates. The fun takes 
place 11 a.m. to 8 p.m. on July 2, July 16 
(Jazz) and August 6, and non-smoking 
sections will also be available. 

“T have a lot of customers who like 
cigars and, they wanted to have a night 
where they can come out, hang out with 
their friends, sit out on the pavilion, lis- 
ten to music and have a cigar,” Damianos 
says of the event’s inception. 

Besides the late-night Friday events, 
Pindar is also hosting outdoor vinyasa 
classes, cleverly titled Vine-Yasa Flow, 
winery tours, paint and sip nights and 
more. The winery is currently open 11 
a.m. to 6 p.m. seven days a week. This

summer, tastings will remain as they've 
been for the past several months: Patrons 
order their five-wine flights at the tasting 
bar and then head outside to the gorgeous 
outdoor spaces for the tasting. Damianos 
says customers really seem to enjoy the 
current setup, though he hopes to return 
to indoor tastings later this year. 

“The only thing I miss is the interaction 
between me and the consumer who’s try- 
ing the wines because we make so many 
different wines,” he says, clarifying that 
he still helps guests select wines from the 
tasting sheet, but he misses witnessing 
that first sip. “When I’m able to pour the 
tasting, and they're able to taste it in front 
of me, if they don’t like something or it’s 
not for them, then I can move them in a 
different direction. When they're trying 
the wines on their own, I don’t have that 
ability.” 

With Pindar Vineyards returning back 
to “normal” in most other ways, Damia- 
nos is optimistically looking forward to 


‘a spectacular summer of new wines and 


events. 

“We're happy to have the season in 
front of us. I think it’s going to be a beau- 
tiful year, and I hope people come and 
experience what the North Fork has to 
offer and that when they come to Pindar, 
they feel comfortable like they're visiting 
a vineyard that’s family-owned,” Damia- 
nos says, adding that Pindar is, in fact, the 
oldest family-owned vineyard on the East 
End.

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Long Island Farm Brewery Debuts, 
Turning Waterdrinker Farm into Beerdrinker Farm

L ong Island’s newest craft brew- 
ery, Long Island Farm Brewery, 
opened in June in Manorville. In addi- 
tion to being a New York State-licensed 
farm brewery, it is located on a work- 
ing farm, the 80-acre Waterdrinker 
Family Farm & Garden. 

Waterdrinker is owned by the Weiss 
family, which has been farming on 
Long Island for five generations. 
When brothers Kirk and Joseph Weiss 
and their longtime friend Nick Giuffre 
decided a few years ago to turn their 
homebrewing hobby into a business, 
they quickly zeroed in on an old potato 
barn located on the farm. 

“We were excited to renovate a 
building with a lot of history,” says 
Kirk Weiss, “and we look forward to 
using ingredients from the farm in our 
beers.” 

The state currently requires farm 
breweries to use at least 60% of ingre- 
dients grown in the state. The partners 


are planning to relocate a hop farm 
they own in Center Moriches to the 


farm brewery property, where they 


will grow a variety of hops includ- 
ing Nugget, Willamette, Cascade and 
Centennial. 

“In addition to using our own hops 
in our beers,” says Weiss, “in the fu- 
ture we plan to grow our own barley 
and wheat on the farm.” 

The 4,000-square-foot potato barn 
underwent substantial renovations 
including pouring new floors to re- 
place trenches used for washing po- 
tatoes. The airy building now houses 
a 1,600-square-foot brewhouse with 
a 10-barrel brewing system, with the 
remaining space devoted to a spacious 
bar and taproom. 

Once the partners received their 
licenses and permits, they hired head 
brewer Brian Smith, who had previ- 
ously been an assistant at BrickHouse 
Brewery in Patchogue and at Long 
Island Spirits distillery in Baiting Hol- 
low. For the brewery’s opening, Smith 


had 10 beers on tap including the pop- 
ular Waterdrinker Blonde Ale, which 
quickly sold out, and several pale ales 
including Farmer’s Tan session IPA, 
Mattock West Coast IPA and Out East 
IPA. 

Other beer styles on tap were fitting 
for a farm brewery, including a Bel- 
gian-style Strawberry Blonde Saison 
and a Farmhouse Ale with notes of 
cinnamon and clove. Also on tap were 
New York State wines from the East 
End, ciders from Po’Boy Brewery in 
Port Jeff and meads from W.A. Mead- 
werks in Lindenhurst. Future beers 
will use ingredients grown at Water- 
drinker and will have tie-ins to popu- 
lar festivals hosted by the farm. 

“We are planning to brew a Sunflow- 
er Honey Ale made with honey from 
our farm for the summer Sunflower 
Festival,” says Weiss, “and a Pumpkin 
Ale for our popular Fall Festival.” 

In addition to indoor seating, the 
brewery has outdoor seating and will 
have a rotating series of food trucks 


on-site from Thursday through Sun- 


day. Live music will also be featured’ 


on Saturday and Sunday. The brewery 
is dog-friendly and kid-friendly, espe- 
cially with the nearby attractions on 
the farm including the 15-acre Family 
Farm Adventure featuring farmyard 
animals, tractor pedal cars and mini 
golf. 

The brewery offers growlers and 
cans for takeaway and in the future 
hopes to self-distribute cans to local 
beer retailers. But in the meantime, 
head out east to Manorville and 
spend a day at the farm enjoying all 
the goodness of the harvest, includ- 
ing fresh craft beer made with local 
ingredients.

OLA of Eastern Long Island 
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Civil Discourse 


Father Constantine Lazarakis 
In recent columns, we’ve addressed 
how our degraded commitment to the 
truth hurts the democratic process 
and hurts us personally. We’ve talked 
about the enormous responsibility 
freedom of speech carries. In light 
of a few local elections here on the 
East End, and of course, the sad state 
of our national civic discussion, these 
_ themes need to be revisited. Almost all 
the campaign materials that came to my 
door in the past several months were embarrassing and shame- 

ful. I tried to hide them from my kids! 

So why are the priest and rabbi addressing this civic issue? 
Why are they delving in to the political arena? It’s as simple as 
this: Those who lead us (and those who would lead us) have a 


sacred obligation. Not only an obligation to the truth, but also 


an obligation to dignity. Mayors, council members, senators 
_ and presidents ... they set the tone for our communities, set the 
example for our youth and give a template for how to resolve 
disagreements and how to allow competing ideas to coexist. As 
long as our energy is focused or slanderous insults, it will be 
impossible to get it focused on the type of cooperation and we 
laboration our communities truly need. 

Even still, this issue is much bigger than that. How our ‘pag 
ers carry themselves has spiritual implications for all of us. In 
the end, it comes down to how we treat the person with whom 
we disagree. It becomes a question of if the ends justify the 
means. It is a question of whether I can disregard the truth 
and the humanity of my opponent to get what I want. While we 
weigh all of that, we should remember that our kids are watch- 
ing and will follow our lead. 


Rabbi Josh Franklin 
One of the great Jewish ideas of all time is 
called “an argument for the sake of heaven.” 
The Talmud, an ancient book of Jewish law 
and wisdom, describes that when we argue, 
our goal should not be to win or destroy the 
other side, but rather to elevate and uncover 
truth. “Every argument that is for the sake of 
Heaven,” note the rabbis of old, “is an argument 
that has lasting value.” They give the example of two 
notable sages who were constantly engaged in vociferous debate, Hil- 
lel and Shamai (ast Century CE). The Talmud records 316 examples of 
Hillel and Shamai debating each other on issues of Jewish law. They 
are radical opposites in their world views, only agreeing on three out 
of the 316. Yet despite their opposing views, they were each other’s 
teacher, and they were each other’s friend.

- Hillel are preferred over Shamai, but only because when Hillel ar- 


gued, he would begin by teaching the view of his rival before his own. 

This talmudic tale establishes three crucial rules for healthy and 
holy civic discourse: 

Arguing isn’t a zero-sum game of win or lose, it’s an exercise in 
sharpening our ideas and opinions to advance a common purpose. 
Learn to understand all opinions, even the ones that you don’t agree 
with. Arguing should bring people together, not divide them. 

Amidst the current local elections out in the Hamptons, we have 
witnessed inexcusable ad hominem attacks between candidates. In- 
sults have taken up more airtime than issues, and the above rules. 
of civil discourse have been neglected entirely. One candidate will 
always win, but we the people become the ultimate losers when our 
politicians are more concerned with attacking their rival than they 
are about promoting their policies and ideas. When you're at the vot- 
ing booth, remember that the character of our candidates, and the 
way they conduct themselves, matters.

I had no idea what it 
meant at the time, but 
I liked the imagery. I’ve 
since come to realize that 
I’ve lived my life by this 
philosophy: Do some- 
thing first, then learn how 
to do it after the fact. 
Case in point: 30 years 
ago, when my husband, 
Steve Hamilton, and I 
co-founded Bay Street Theater in Sag 
Harbor, neither of us had ever built or 
run a theater.

Thank goodness we didn’t run it, or 
ourselves, into the ground. 
And although I have been writing 
for as long as I can remember (in my 
teens, I co-authored a salacious young 


adult novel with my stepsister, Bridget 
LeRoy, an editor at this paper, which 
is too embarrassing to discuss further) 
and have published over 30 books, 
until quite recently I never formally 
studied writing. 

I’ve been teaching for several de- 
cades as well—middle and high school 


students, undergrads and graduate 
students—but again, until recently, I 
never had teacher training. 

So it should come as no surprise 
that I’ve wrestled with a chronic case 
of imposter syndrome my whole life. 

Twelve years ago, I joined the fac- 
ulty of Stony Brook Southampton’s

I won't be learning to 
play softball, but hats off 
to the artists and writers 
who do, and to Dan’s Pa- 
pers for celebrating them.

A Eastport resident’s new illus- 
rated book of bedtime stories 
for children ages 3-6 years old aims 
to spark creativity in a child’s imagi- 
nation and let them explore and 
learn one story at a time. 

Benjamin Morganlander is the 
author and publisher of his first 
children’s book, Kismet & Kasey’s 
Adventures Told in Rhyme which is 
available for purchase on Amazon. 

“Tt’s very cute and anybody that 
has read it, loves it,” says Morgan- 
lander, who wrote the compilation of 
12 rhyming stories, each with a dif- 
ferent topic such as birthdays, mag- 
ic, colors and counting. “My hope is 
that someone who reads these sto- 
ries will see the value of having chil- 
dren go to sleep with good thoughts 
in mind as opposed to what’s going 
on in this world.” 

Morganlander’s_ inspiration for 
the stories stems from his two cats 


at home, Kismet and Kasey, who he 
developed ‘as characters voicing the 
stories he wrote 30 years ago in the 
hopes of one day publishing them. 

“T always imagined in my head that 
they had the intellect of a 3-year-old. 
Everything they did was adorable,” 


Morganlander says. “To me, they're a 
great and curious intellectual animal 
when given the proper attention. Can 
you imagine if they spoke and were 


‘ able to communicate with people? I put 


a voice to the animals, they do things 
that are imaginative and very creative.” 


According to Morganlander, he 
had sent the stories to a friend in 
California who was connected to 
an agent that worked with Disney. 
Although Morganlander received 
a contract with the agent, he says 
Disney decided to not move forward 
with the idea. 

“They liked the stories, but they 
didn’t like that I developed the char- 
acters and they didn’t want it,” Mor- 
ganlander reveals. “The two cats in 
themselves are my creations, and 
they wanted to develop their own 
characters at the time.” 

After that, Morganlander says, 

the stories laid in his drawer for 30 
years while he raised his children 
and continued running his busi- 
ness, Karlin’s Decorators in Whit- 
estone, a premier source for all 
interior design needs—including 
custom window shades, draperies 
and reupholstery. 
- Tt wasn’t until Morganlander’s son 
saw the stories in the drawer, that he 
was able to publish a book on Ama- 
zon, he says. 

Today, Morganlander says he hopes 
that an agent or children’s book pub- 
lisher will use each story as a book, 
such as the Golden Books, which is 
a vibrantly colored children’s series 
populated by cute creatures and in- 
trepid locomotives. 

“That's how the book is designed— 
you can get 11 books out of that,” 
Morganlander says. “The stories are 
relevant for what a 3-year-old would 
be thinking about, such as colors 
and counting.

I was very strong willed. When I 
came here I was already working in 
medical insurance.

I got a job in New York 
doing medical insurance at The New 
York Times. After three years some- 
one told me I had good hands and 

that I should go to massage school. 

So with a full-time job, I went to 

school at night working a weekend 
side job, and I finally passed the test. 

My first massage job was $25/hour 
and now I’m $500/hour (laughs).

odell’s Sporting Goods has 
helped millions of children find 
their passion on the playing field. For 
Mitchell Modell, he has found his 
playing field in the Hamptons. 
Perhaps the most iconic name 
in sporting goods, Modell was the 
fourth-generation leader of Mod- 
ell’s Sporting Goods. He has helped 
equip generations of athletes with 
the gear they need to have success 
on the court, track, field or simply 
the school yard. But also, count- 
less children’s earliest memories in 
sport came from walking the aisle of 
Modell’s. 
As recognizable a name as any pro- 
fessional athlete, Modell’s Sporting 
Goods was launched by Mitchell’s 
great-grandfather, Morris, an immi- 


grant from, Russia. Their first store . 


opened in 1889 on Cortland Street in 
lower Manhattan. After being passed 
through Morris’s posterity, it grew 
to more than 160 locations. After a 
storied lifespan in business; Modell’s 
closed its doors in 2020, but remains 
in the hearts and memories of mil- 
lions across America. 

“When your name is on the front, 
door it puts incredible pressure on 
you to perform every day,” Modell 
says. “There was nothing more sat- 
isfying than seeing a young boy buy- 
ing his first baseball cleats and glove 
at our store—and seeing. the smile, 
which was infectious.” 

‘Today, Modell is CEO and found- 
er of the MM3 Consulting Group, 
which consists of Vitiprints.com 
and Viracide Mask Company. In the 
second chapter of Modell’s life, he 
sought to make a difference in others’ 
lives, which is why he is investing in 
technologies which help fight against 
the coronavirus. 

Modell has always been known 
among his associates and colleagues 
as a titan of business, with values, 
heart and real passion for his work- 
force. This was never more evident 
than when he appeared in the pre- 
miere of season four of Undercover 
Boss. The episode was immediately 
projected into the series’ all-time 
great episodes, as Modell’s experience

on the program was life-changing for 
him and led to widespread changes in 
standard operating procedure. Dur- 
ing the episode, he also presented a 
$250,000 check to an associate so 
she could buy a house after he learned 
she was living in a homeless shelter 
with her two children.

Modell is also a renowned philan- 
thropist whose work is ongoing. In 
the 1960s, his brother Michael, was 
diagnosed with. Crohn’s disease—: 
an intestinal disease which causes 
severe stomach pain and various 
other conditions. After watching his 
brother struggle with immeasurable 
pain from the age of 13, his family 
helped found the Crohn’s and Colitis 
Foundation, which has since raised 


over $384 million for research into 


the treatment, causes and cures 


for Crohn’s disease and ulcerative - 


colitis. 
Their important work is far from 


over, as millions still suffer from 


Crohn’s and colitis yearly, but an arm 
of the company remains in advocacy, 
raising awareness about the disease 


which is often misunderstood or 


undiagnosed. 

“It was a legacy that was started by 
my parents, Shelby and Bill Modell, 
along with the Rosenthals. It taught 
us a life lesson: You always have to 
give back to those less fortunate than 
you.” 

While Modell has been an icon in 
the sporting goods and philanthropy 


circles, he has also been a staple on 
-the East End, where he and many 


members of his family have called 
“home” for decades. During the pan- 
demic, like many of our former-sum- 
mertime visitors, he found refuge on 
the East End, settling into his abode 
more permanently. 

“There is no place on this earth that 
is a more calming influence than be- 
ing in the Hamptons. Seeing the local 
farms, the local flower shops and oth- 
er boutiques, as well as fishing out in 
Montauk, the Mecca of fishing, with 
my two sons, there is nothing more 
enjoyable.”

He is 
also fond of Bobby Van’s and La Bil- 
boquet, two of his other favorite spots 
on the East End.
